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Teachers’ contract settled

There was give and take on both 
sides as Wilmington teachers and 
“the Wilmington School Committee 
finally reached tentative agreement 
last Wednesday on a three year 
contract. In a seven hour marathon 
session, both sides "vented their 
frustration" and compromised on 
issues which had caused discord and 
public demonstrations for the past 
11 months, 

According to school committee 
chairman Robert Peterson, all 
board members except Phil Fenton 
met in closed session with an 
estimated 25 teachers until afier 
midnight to primarily discuss 
salary issues, Both parties now 
must meet with their boards for 
approval before a final settlement 


can be reached, added Peterson. 
The school committee expects to 
ratify the contract at its regular 
are tonight (Dec. 10). 

In the proposed contract, the 
school committee agreed to 
increase its salary offer from five 
to seven percent yearly increase for 
the bachelor's scale and from seven 
to a seven and a quarter percent 
increase for the first two years of 
the contract at the master's level. 
The third year would see a seven 
and a half percent increase, 
Peterson added. 

The school committee agreed not 
to reduce the number of sick and 
personal days but to keep the 
language as is. Members also 
compromised on requiring one 
graduate course a year. Instead, 


Renovation work to 
be complete in January

‘The high whoo! Tenovation pro- 
ject, which has already extended 
beyond two completion dates--one 
in October and one in December-- 

‘is expected to be complete by 
January. 

“We're approaching completion,” 

said Diane Allan, one of the more 
‘outspoken members of the Per- 
maneat Building Committee who 
has expressed frustration with 
delays on more than one occasion. 
‘Though Sciaba Construction Corp. 
has "the best of intentions" in 
moving ahead with the work as 
quickly as possible, said Allan, it 
seems there's been some 

problems and the contractor is 
“spread too thin with other work,” 
she told the Town Crier this week. 

"It’s not until we scream and 
holler and threaten to hold back 
payment that work seems to move 
forward," Allan said. 

_ One of the biggest delays has been 

in opening the new gymnasium. At 
this writing, school officials expect 
the gym to be in use for the first 
basketball game in mid-December. 
The last couting was put on the 
floor the day before Thanksgivit 
bleachers were reportedly put in 
last Friday, and officials hope to 
have gym lockers in soon. A final 
inspection by the Building Inspec- 
tor to check for wiring and safety is 
needed before the gym can be open 
for use, said Allan. 

Right now, athletes are being 
bussed to other schools for sports 
events and additional expenses have 
been incurred. At their last 
meeting, Athletic Director Jim 
Gillis was told to keep a daily log of 
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extra janitorial and busing costs. 

“I don't believe the town should 
suffer any additional costs because 
of delays,” said Allan firmly. 

Experiencing delay, too, is the 
opening of the new library, which 
still needs the completion of some 
“punch list items.” Officials, said 
Allan, have preferred to wait until 
new furniture arrives, probably by 
the first week in January, before 
opening the library to students. 
However, she added, books are 
ready to be unloaded and shelving 
is ready to be installed. 

Also on hold is the installation of 
new lockers in the main part of the 
school. Though all locker parts and 
materials were shipped to the 
school on the day before Thanks- 
giving, said Allan, the sub-contrac- 
tor has yet to come in and finish the 


Last week, two representatives of 
the Executive Office of Energy 
Resources met with Allan, the 
architect, and the town manager to 
discuss the new window wall grant. 
According to Allan, the $288,800 
grant to replace all existing 
windows in the school with energy 
efficient, double glazed windows 
will be going out to bid at the end of 
February. Construction on those 
will begin in June, she said. 

Allan had a word of praise for the 
teachers who have patiently put up 
with the work and inconvenience 
and have brought small matters to 
her committee's attention. 

“You need a lot of insight into the 
kind of things teachers see on a day- 
to-day basis. What you see on paper 
doesn’t always work and that's 
where the teachers help us out,” she 
said. 
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they settled on one three credit 
course requirement over the life of 
the contract at each level. 

In return, the WTA reportedly 
agreed to use professional develop- 
ment money for educational 
advancement at the discretion of the 
superintendent. Previously, tea- 
chers had demanded that the funds 
be turned over as a bonus or flat 
grant to each teacher in the district. 
The WTA also agreed to drop its 
Just Cause and Agency Fee 
provision. 

“I think, all in all, things worked 
out really well,” said Peterson, who 
only expressed disappointment that 
everything couldn't be settled 
earlier.

Housing Authority 
rejects rental offer

In a letter dated December 2, 
Russell Dunning, attorney for 
developer Robert McSweeney, 
gave the Wilmington Housing 
Authority one last chance to accept 
an offer to master lease three single 
family homes for a period of 10 
years. In return, he said he 
expected members to back his client 
at a board of appeals meeting to 
obtain a variance on placing a total 
of six homes on 5,000 square foot 
lots. 

McSweeney and Dunning had 
appeared twice before the WHA. At 
their last meeting, it was suggested 
McSweeney go before the 
Affordable Housing Task Force 
with his low cost proposal. 

As they listened to the letter, 
WHA members Monday night took 
exception both to its “arrogant” 
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tone and to the proposal itself. 
Members still maintained that 
5,000 square foot lots are too small 
for single family homes and the 10 
year time frame doesn't really 
address the lack of affordable 
homes as the town would still have 
the same problem once the lease is 
up. 

“It's just a profit making scam; 
that’s all it is," said WHA member 
Bill Strob, who added he was 
“disgusted” with a 10 year lease that 
“goes right back to the builders.” 

In the letter, Dunning said that 
litigation attorneys "stated their 
belief that, if the board (of appeals) 
refuses to allow Mr. McSweeney to 
build the six houses, he will 
ultimately prevail in court. Mr. 
McSweeney could then build all six

Second access required 
for Wilmington subdivision?

Before drawing up a definitive 
plan for the Kensington Estates 
subdivision, developer Joseph Lan- 
gone and Dave Jordap, of Andover 
Consultants, sought planning board 
input to address six conditions 
members had imposed on an earlier 
plan September 30.

Jordan said the only feasible place 
to put a second road was on the 
other side of the Fasulo property. 
When planners asked why they 
couldn't yse Brookline or Everett 
Avenues as a second access, Jordan 
explained anywhere else they 
would be crossing or filling wet- 
lands, 

"We believe we meet subdivision 
rules and regulations (with one 
access into a looped roadway),” 
Langone contended. 

Hamilton argued that one solution 
would be to reduce the number of 
lots, adding “there's no reason to 
feel we have to put 35 lots in there 
either.”

The Board of Selectmen has 
known and worried about the 
overdue bills for weeks now. The 
town owes the City of Lowell more 
than $125,000 for a past due water 
bill, with interest accruing, and an 
estimated $350,000 has been 
needed to pay for trash disposal at 
the North East Solid Waste 
Committee (NESWC) recycling 
facility in North Andover. The 
Town of Andover is likewise owed 
asum of money for a water bill. 

The only question has been 
whether or not the town could 
afford to pay these bills. Last week 
the Board of Selectmen refused to 
call for a Special Town Meeting, 
fearing that the state would show 
the town's books as being written in 
red ink. 

But the state has certified that the 
town is indeed in the black, much to 
the relief of the town's leaders. 
Department of Revenue figures 
show a sum of $695,634 in unspent 
money sitting in the town's coffers. 

Now the Special Town Meeting 
can be called and the bills can 
finally be paid, While the Board of 


surplus was certified by the state, 
the Tewksbufy selectmen were 
faced with the two prospects, both 
of them unpalatable. 

To keep the town afloat and the 
bills paid, the selectmen could have 
cut back on other services to make 
up the neede¢ amount. Water 
service and garbage disposal are 
basic necessities, which would be 
required even at the expense of the 
school, police and fire departments. 

The town's services suffered 
severe budget cuts during the last 
round of belt tightening, and the 
selectmen were not pleased with the 
thought of cutting back even 
further. 

The other possible answer would 
have been an attempt at overriding 
Proposition 2 1/2. 

Previous attempts to override the 
Proposition in Tewksbury were 
overwhelmingly defeated by the 
town's voters, making it political 
suicide for any elected official to 
call for an override.

He apparently forgot about bombing 
Khadafi, invading Grenada, and the many other things that 
Americans have admired him for, Secondly, someone forgot 
to tell the Gipper that there are no more moderates in Iran 
than there are republicans in Cambridge, Mass. 

So, the news eventually broke concerning the 
administration's dealings with the number one terrorist 
nation on earth, and the president was now able to look back 
at loosing the senate, as if that were a piece of cake. And, 
what made matters deteriorate further was a revelation that 
money from the sale of arms to Iran was secretly diverted to 
the Contra rebels fighting in Nicaragua. An already good 
drama was now developing into an episode from Dallas. 

But the problem with the entire affair has been the reaction 
of the president. Col. North, who established the necessary 
contacts with Iran and administered the arms deal, was 
referred to by Reagan as ‘a hero’. Even Nixon didn't refer 
to Gordon Liddy as a hero. The fact of the matter is that 


North was a typical It. colonel in the marines, who did what 
marines do best; and that is follow orders. He was part of a 
plan, and that plan was laid out and planned by someone 
qualified to’make a policy decision. And as the president has 
said on a number of occasions, "The buck stops here.’ 
Therefore, what the president needs to do is inyoke the 
coming clean principle. Though few presidents have chosen 


this method, it has been proven most effective. What it 
would entail is something that most Commanders in Chief 
have found extraordinarily difficult, and that is to look the 
people straight in the face and say, 'I blew it, and I blew it 
big.’ Then, you take another gulp and say the following 
words very sincerely, 'I am sorry, it won't happen again.’ 
All this involves a tremendous amount of intestinal fortitude, 
and the majority of Americans are biting their fingernails 
waiting for their favorite president to do exactly this. 

All one has to do is take a quick lesson in history, and look 
back to the Kennedy administration of the 1960's. JFK had 
implemented an attempt to overthrow the communist 
government of Fidel Castro in Cuba. The attempt failed 
miserably at the Bay of Pigs, and Kennedy had a major 
problem on his hands. But as was his style, he handled it 
with the ultimate amount of class, taking full responsibility, 
and eating his crow before the American people. This 
worked, and President Kennedy was able to move out of 
temporary stagnation, back into the world of presidential 
policy making, 

Reagan can still save himself and his place in history. He is 
still the president credited with six years of significant 
economic success, which has. citizens of this state enjoying 
near invisible unemployment and inflation rates.

Unusual plot 
plan signed

When is a four-house subdivision 
not really a subdivision? When the 
Tewksbury Board of Appeals 
grants variances for an unusual 
land division, or sb,it would seem. 

‘The Tewksbury Planning Board 
this week narrowly agreed to sign 
the ground plans for a proposed 
four-lot parcel off Salem Road, 
arguing that the layout of the parcel 
would not provide sufficient fire 
protection for future homeowners. 

The parcel, measuring just over 
four acres, was recently approved 
for a frontage variance on all four 
lots by the Tewksbury Board of 
Appeals. The Planning Board was 
asked only to sign the plans, instead 
of having to approve the parcel as a 
subdivision. 

The contested parcel is shaped 
roughly like a retangle, with one of 
the narrow sides facing Salem 
Road. The three lots in back have 
almost no access to the street, 
except for a narrow strip from each 
lot which leads to Salem Road, 

According to land surveyor 
William Troy, the Appeals Board 
will not grant a variance for no 
frontage at all, so it was necessary 
to make the parcel into "flag” lots. 
The lots are so-named because they 
are shaped like a flag on a flagpole. 

The three back lots will share a 
common driveway onto Salem 
Road, instead of having the 
required 150 feet of road frontage. 
Each of the rear lots will have a 
narrow strip of land (their 
"flagpoles") leading down to the 
street, and the combined strips of 
land will be paved to form the 
common driveway. The proposed 
driveway will allow for a 45 foot 
right-of-way, Troy told the board, 

Had the parcel been designed as a 
formal four-lot subdivision, there 
would have to be a street built to 
town specifications. 

Town Planning Director Charles 
Frederiksen said there are "benefits 
and drawbacks” to having the 
parcel approved as something other 
than a subdivision. 

"The town won't have to plow or 
maintain (the common driveway),” 
Frederiksen said. The town is only 
responsible for maintaining formal 
streets, he said, not private drives. 

Frederiksen said a problem most 
likely. would arise from the DPW's 
insistence on one-inch water mains, 
which fe Said must be run from the 
street to each individual house. This 
would place the water main 
shutoffs on the public street, 
Frederiksen said, instead of having 
the valves placed on private 
property. 

But Planning Board Chairman 
Robert Fowler, who is a captain in 
the Tewksbury Fire Department, 
argued that a one-inch main would 
not be big enough for firefighting, 
and that the roughly 500 foot 
common drive would be a bit long 
for running a fire hose from the 


Street. 
‘A motion was made to sign the 


plan, and approved on a vote of 
three to two. A condition was 
placed on the agreement that a fire 
hydrant easement must build into 
the common driveway.

Dangerous season 

With the cold weather and the 
holiday season upon us, as elderly 
persons we will have to be aware of 
dangers this time of the year bring 
us. Injuries caused by falls on ice, 
fires by overloading electric lines, 
electric shocks by wires not 
grounded. Hypothermia caused by 
keeping the temperature of the 
house below 68 degrees. 
Hypothermia can creep up without 
our knowledge.

If medical attention is not 
given immediately hypothermia 
can cause death. 

Perhaps the most serious hazard 
to older persons during this time of 
th year is alcohol. It is a depressant. 
It acts on the nervous system and 
slows down brain activity, affecting 
judgement, physical coordination 
in reaction time. All of which for 
older persons increase the risk of 
falls when walking and accidents 
when driving. Be careful and 
remember one drink an older 
person takes may do to them what it 
takes two or three that a younger 
person takes, The drunk law in the 
state applies to the senior citizens as 
well as he younger drivers,

high tech era 


As most New England Telephone 
customers in Wilmington sleep 
early in the morning of Dec. 13, 
their phone lines will be moving 
into a new era in telecommunica- 
tions history. 

At about 1 a.m. that day, com- 
pany technicians will activate anew 
computerized switching system at 
NET's central office on Main Street 
in Wilmington. 

"The new system incorporates 
some of the most sophisticated 
electronics in our industry,” said 
David Ravanesi, New England

Today's homebuyers are about 
evenly divided in whether they are 
using lower interest rates to reduce 
their monthly payments or to move 
up to a better home. 

‘That was one of the key findings 
from this fall's ERA National Real 
Estate Poll, according to James R.

Those who do choose to move up 
to more expensive housing tend to 
place more importance on location 
than on size, according to 47 
percent of brokers surveyed in the 
poll. Another 39 percent said the 
priority of most homeowners is 
moving up to a larger home. Nine 
percent of brokers said size and 
location are equally important. 

Overall, people moving up tend 
to go to a different neighborhood. 
Seventy-five percent of brokers 
surveyed nationally reported this 
trend. 

The Poll also showed how much 
house you can get for the money in 
various regions of the country, 
Barrows said. 

The average square footage of a 
house listed at $100,000 is 1,900 
square feet nationally; 2,100 in the 
South; 2,000 square feet in the 
Central states; 1,700 square feet in 
the East, and 1,500 squaresfeet in 
the West. 

For a home listed at $250,000, the 
national average size is 3,100 
square feet. For a $500,000 home, 
the average size is 4,300 square 
feet.
